Report oi tbe Surveyor-General ol Ari- 


zona. 


WABHINQTON, Sept. 14.—John Hise, the 


Surveyor-General of Arizona, in his an- 
nual report to Land Commissioner Sparks, 
states that no surveys of the public lands 
were made during the year, as the terri- 
tory had no apportionment of money for 
that purpose. He hopes that his estimates 
for the surveying service for the coming 
year will meet with favorable considera- 
tion, as there are many fertile valleys yet 
unsurveyed, and bona nde settlers are al- 
most dally petitioning for surveys. 


"There Is evidence accumulating," con- 


tinues the report, "that the survey of a 
large block of land surveyed under the 
deposit system for the Atlantic & Pacific 
railroad has been carelessly done, if not 
criminally 
Instigated. It 
has 
been 


notoriously commented upon by settlers 
on this tract during the past year that 
the watering places are almost entirely on 
the railroad's sections. If this is the 
case, they were placed there by a system 
of Illegal construction ,or expansion by 
the deputies. Many of these lands are re- 
ported to have been sold or contracted for 
by the railroad authorities, so that a large 
share of them are now hold by what the 
law would class as Innocent purchases,

Old Papers of 1864—Notes from 


the Pages. 


While looking over hie antiquated 


effects at his home, Mr. W. A. Van Leer 
came across a number of old papers that' 
were published in 1864, just before the 
close of the war. 


One is the Deoatur Gazette, edited by 


Andy Davis, and dated February 19,1864. 
In this issue a telegram of J?eb. 8, from 
Fort Monroe, told about Gen. Butler and 
Gen. Palmer and their expedition within 
ten miles of Bichmond. The march was 
intended as a surprise, but treachery 
frustrated the design. 


There is in another place a full account 


of the difficulty at the Union depot, 
where John Slaughter got into trouble 
beoaus the Seventh Kansas Eegiment 
paid 75 cents for meals. The Major paid 
his bill without kicking, but after the 
soldiers came out, they made it lively for 
Slaughter and .came near cleaning out 
the place. Slaughter was denounced as 
a copperhead; the soldiers got back 
abp.nl; $12 before 'quiet was restored. 
Editor Davis has an editorial on the row. 
Many of our elderly people will remem- 
ber the racket.

with you. Many of 
them work the land 
on uliares, paying 
their rent in a part 
of tho crop. . One 
man ought to get a 
living for himself arid his hands from forty 
acres of land and raise at the same time ten 
bales of cotton. You rent him these forty 
aoree for perhaps one-third of the crop, and 
you rent him at the same time a mule. Your 
ihare ot the crop should be three bales, which 
will amount to perhaps the value of $100. 
The land, we will say, is worth $250. Your 
mule has cost you $135, and your total in- 
vestment for this land hag been, we will say, 
$400. Out of thi.-T you have gotten' $100, 
which is a very fair percentage." 


"You were in congress before tho war, were 


you not, senator?' 


"Yes. I was elected (<• the United States 


congress in 1858." 


The subject of Calhoun'x monument here 


camo up, anrl Tasked Senator Pugh if ho had 
ever seen Calhoun. He replied: 


"No; I visited Washington in 1850, when 


the departments were draped ir mourning 
for Calhoun'a death. H« was, ic my mind, 
the greatest logician this country lias ever 
had. His great intellect wat improved by 
continuous hard study, und he had tho strong- 
est of convictions. He wus not a man of 
feelings anrl of passions, as were- Webster and 
Clay, but one of cold, pure intellect. 


"I saw both Clay and Webster, during that 


visit," Senator Pngh went on, "but Clay w.as 
failing and lacked the tire of lila early days. 
I heard him speak iq the senate. But he 
failed to command the attention that I 
l-.hought he should have, and he was not aa 
eloquent as when I heard him some years be- 
fore at Meridian, Miss. .Webster, hoirsver, 
still held all of his power. I heard him in a 
clobatc with Dayton, of Now Jersey. Dayton 
umtlc the first speech, und in it be reviewed 
Webster'* record on tlio mihject under dlscus- 
nlon. Ho macio n powerful speech, nnd to my 
mind ho left Webster very littlu ground to 
stand upon. I'dld notsee how Wtbster could 
reply to him, anil I watched him anxiously. 
Ho rose very coolly, boRun calmly and tore 
Dayton's speech to bits, took it up piecemeal, 
anil demolished, the whole structure. ,He 
pracUcully annihilated Mm, anil' with tho 
greatest ease. It wna a 'nusteiplece." 


Sonntor Pugb was H member of congress at 


the time tho war broku out. He was after- 
wards a member of thu Confederate congress 
niul be served throughout the war upon the 
military coinmitleo. 
Hu held one of thd 


most Important, positions in the congress at 
lichruOnd. 1 asked him whether be thought 
)avls bail any idea of making himself dic- 
ator. He replied: 


No, lie dill not. Nouiancan beadictutorin 


liia country, and Davis knew that very well. 
Jur people will not tolerate u king or an 
mpui'or over them, and the moment a man 
itttimpts to uiako himself such he will be cut 
oft. 
I think it was a mintuke, however, that 


he Confederacy 'jhose n military man as 
ircsiilnnt. 
Davis was a graduate of West 


'oiut. He had nerved in the Mexican war, 
md he bad been Keoretary of war under 
'ierctt. 
< ilo wanted to command armiei and 


liroct thit military movements, whereas It 
wnulil liay« been bettor If we had had a presi- 
luut who would biiveddvoted himself entirely 
u his executive duties. Had we hod a business 
nan at our lienil we would not have lacked 


iirccB. Howull Cobb, for instance, would 


iave hypothecated thii cotton at the start, 
nnd we would Imve plenty of money to have 
•urrlwl ou the war." 


"Knowing ns you ilo now, senator, what the 


wople of tho noi-th wore nt thu timo tho war 
jeguli; knowing what thuir resources were 


n, and the pntriotism by which they were 


nnlimitud, do you tltiiik the south «ver bad 
any chance of luccossl" 


"Yes, I think it had once. 
This was at 


•Uiiloh. If we hail known then what we do 
now n-o could have annihilated Grant's army, 
Hail we done so our troops would have pushed 
on into winter quarters upon the Ohio river. 
This would havngivun to the south Missouri, 
Kentucky ami Tennessee, and with the pro- 
visions and men which we would have gotten 
from them I think we would have been suc- 
cessful. At the beginning of the war our 
men were better disciplined and better men 
than those of tho north. Our army was then 
made up of tho flower of the south, and wo 
had more tmiiied mon among us than the 
north had. I think, had we succeeded at 
Shlloh, we could liave brought the north to 
terms." 


'Eut in that case would the Confederate 


government have been a success?" 


"No, I think not. The fettling among the 


people of the south wns such that they would 
not hnve coiisetirtMl to A permanent separa- 
tion. Tliey would Imve come together on 
mime terms within a year, and the old nation 
would have ROIIO on. Tho politicians could 
not luiVH kept the two suctions apart. Be- 
sideH the Confederate government was con-, 
trary to human civilization. It wns contrary 
to tlie advanced public opinion of the world 
at the time. In my mind it was bound to go 
under. We wanted to force slavery into 
territory where nature bad never intended it 
should go, and we Uisrd our struggle upon 
tha ground of its eitension 
Wo had been 


agitating the oulijeot for a generation, and 
.wo had come to believe so firmly that we 
were right that nothing but a war could have 
changed ns. 1 believe now that the fight 
was inevitable, and I do not think, that sla- 
very could have been abolished in any other 
way. Th» wnr was a cruel one, but it it bet- 


ter now that ft has occurred, aid I 
UuUrttoaouthaail the norlji could IB v«r have 
been permanently united ^in any other way. 
Any comprpralae we might have made, would 
have been only temporary" and would have 
created a running sore within the two sec- 
tions. It had to be a fight to death and to 
exhaustion. No other way would have set- 
tled it." 
I here asked as to reconstruction, and Sen- 


ator Pugh replied: 
"The policy of reconstruction was all 


wrong, and it was this policy which has made 
the unpleasant feeling which has existed b^ 
tween the north and the' south since tbe war. 
It was the' fight between Johnson and 
congress that made tbe bloody chasm. 
Johnson laid out one .scheme Of recon- 
struction and began to carry1 this into 
effect, the ultimate end being his per- 
sonal popularity. He was diametrically 
opposed to the Republican congress, and this, 
congress repudiated him. .It proposed an- 
other scheme, and the south, having adopted 
Johnson's scheme, fought the Republican 
party. The Republicans, in order to hold 
their own, bad to'enfranchise the negro, and 
the carpet bag regime was inaugurated in 
tbe south. The people of the north will never 
know the horrors of that carpet bag rule, and 
if they did they would be wonderstruck at 
the forbearance of tbe south under it'It 
was this that started up the bad feeling; but 
thia feeling has since died away, and any 
northern man who Is a gentleman is now wel- 
come in any southern statef The two sec- 
tions are again united, and I believe they will 
grow closer as the years go on."

Its 
platform of principles, as published in the 
Arbeiter Zettung, one of its organs, its par 
poses, its membership in Chicago were 
described, and a general statement given 
of how it proposed to effect what it called 
the "social revolution " It was the opin 
ion of the court that this organization was 
an unlawful conspiracy, as it meant social 
revolution 
The defendants sought to use 


this organization to inspire hatred among 
the workingmen of the police and militia; 
they 
made 
violent 
and 
incendiary 


speeches, they had published in their 
newspapers instructions for the making of 
bombs end dynamite 


The court quotes as a part of ite opinion 


cop ous extracts from speeches by Spies, 
Fielden and others of the defendants, and 
extracts from the Anarchist newspapers. 
It also recites the evidence as to the pur- 
chase of pistols and other arms byjEttdiy- 
of the__defgn4autsraTi 6t~fvuTo"E evidence 
sKowed conspiracy as charged. In further- 
ance of the conspiracy as described, the 
court says 


"We think the jury were warranted in 


believing from the evidence that the bomb

As to Engle and Fischei, the court held

were then considered. The opinion pro 
ceeded to lay stress upon the fact that the 
call for the Haymarket meeting, which 
culminated in the massacre, was printed 
in the English and German languages, 
both upon the same sheet of paper, and 
that the printers employed on the Ai belter 
Zeitimg, who usually quit \\ork at five 
o'clock, were kept busily ut work on this 
particular Monday night, while five or six 
of the employes of the Aibeitei Zeitung 
were kept at work a lor g time after the 
hour for closing. 
That this circular gave impulse to the 


action of the armed section of the Monday 
night meeting, and inspired the adoption 
of the plan agreed npon, was apparent 
from the fact that its contents weie fully 
discussed and dwelt upon at that meeting 


The testimony of Joe Cn eeuhut, at that 


time sanitary mspectoi under the adminis- 
tration of Mayor Hainson, that he was 
present in the office of the Aibeitei Zeitung 
while Spies was writing tne revenge cir- 
cular, and reading thepioot sheets of it, 
was dwelt upon as unrefutable proof of 
the authorship of the circular 


Turning to the claim of error in em- 


paneling thejnry, the court held that it 
was correct and in accoi dance with the 
plain meaning of the law which says that

MILWAUKEE, Wls., Sept. 13.— It was early 


in the 
past summer that William 
™ 


Cramer celebrated the fortieth anniversary 
of bis editorship ol The Evening Wis- 
consin, of which newspaper he is also senior 
proprietor. This venerable man is the most 
remarkable as well as the oldest newspaper 
man In the west He is totally blind, and as 
near totally deaf as any one can, well be, ami 
yet he is one of the smartest, shrewdest, mosl 
industrionsand best posted newspaper men in 
the country. He worlts as hard, reads am 
writes as much, and keeps closer office 
hours, In all probability, than any other 
newspaper man in the city. 
Ot course 


it is necessary for him to dictate all 
of his editorial work to an amanuensis, who 
also reads to him by the aid of an audiphone, 
and in this way he manages to do as much 
work as most men who possess oil of th»ir 
senses. For fully forty years the blind editor 
has presided over the editorial columns of his 
paper, tarnishing from one W several columns 
of matter every day during this long and 
eventful period. 


The figure of' this cheerful, chatty, blind 


man is familiar to every man, woman or 
child in this section. H» daily takes walks 
around the city acd, strange as it may seem, 
can flnd his way about us readily as any one 
possessing full eyesight. Ha can go alone to 
any particular spot or bouse in the city 
without the least trouble. Of late he is gen- 
erally accompanied by u small boy, who walks

than alive, and though lluully resucitated, 
Che experience lost him his sense of hearing. 
He Is 70 years of age, as hal» and hearty as 
many a man of 35— with the exception, of 
course, of the afflictions noted— has made a 
handsome fortune, and Is one ot the solid men 
of the Cream city.

He is a regu- 
lar perambulating encyclopedia, aii ' he can 
answer almost any question relating* to the 
political or other important events of the 
post century at a moment's notice. The 
memory of "Uncle Billy," as nearly ail Mil- 
waukeeans call him, is something marvelous. 
When a fact is caught by the complicated 
machinery of his brain it is held "where theim- 
palpable dust of uge» cannot reach it. His 
library is large und well snleeted. Among 
other rare things it is uald to contain every 
printed record of tlin pniraedings of congress. 
The contents of tho congressional record from 
volume 1 to tlie- bust issue are tit his tongue's 
end, and he can tell tho date, page or para- 
graph of any important event that has been 
chronicled in this cheerful and breezy publi- 
cation irfucu it wns first; started. His inflnn- 
itieshave, if anything, sharpened or quick- 
ened his naturally bright Intellect, and he is 
today one ot tho very remarkable journalists 
of this country. A blind and deaf man at 
the head of a bis newspaper is a journalistic 
novelty indeed. All of tlie leading papers of 
the country are systematically read to Mr. 
Cramer every day by his secretary. 
The 


range of bis infunliatioii extends to the re- 
motest uurnor of the telegraphic page of the 
latest issiita of the metropolitan dailies.

toga county, N.Y., Oct. 17, 1817. He was grad- 
uated ut Union college nnd there studied law.
